1.  The  resignation  of  Walt  Fryers  as  Treasurer  of  11353-A  on  29th 
March  1986  was  accepted  by  CHQ's  letter  of  7  April,  1986. 

2.  Efforts  by  CHQ  to  replace  the  Treasurer  through  contacts  with 
the  Organizer,  Howard  Rennick,  were  unsuccessful. 

3.  The  balance  of  the  Unit  executive  -  Organizer  Howard  Rennick 
and  Secretary  John  Gregory  -  also  resigned. 

4.  It  became  necessary  then  for  CHQ  to  terminate  the  Unit  and  re- 
assign all  members  to  Mem  be  r-at- Large  status. 

5.  The  affairs  of  the  Unit  have  not  yet  been  wound  up.  There  is 

a  small  bank  balance.  There  is  some  furniture  and  equipment.  There 
is  a  considerable  supply  of  literature.  There  is  no  official  mail- 
ing address,  although  wail  still  comes  in.  And  so  on. 

6.  Some  members  would  favor  continuing  as  an  informal  group,  having 
no  formal  structure  or  location,  but  meeting  occasionally  to  keep  in 
touch.  And  then  there  is  always  the  possibility  that  someone  will 
appear  to  take  up  the  'torch'  and  begin  the  organizing  task  again, 
taking  over  the  residual  records  of  former  Unit  A.

SUBJECT:  1985  Membership  Dues. 

1.  In  a  recent  mailing  Continental  Headquarters  (CHQ)  advises  that  the 
response  to  their  "1984  Dues"  letter  was  such  a  success  that  it  is  again 
calling  upon  all  members  to  pay  their  dues  for  1985  in  January,  if  at  all 
possible.   In  addition  to  providing  essential  funds,  it  greatly  simplifies 
the  clerical  and  accounting  work.

In 
the  meantime  it  is  most  important  that  our  membership  continue  to  support 
the  Unit  in  every  possible  way:  membership  dues,  pledges,  donations,  man- 
hours  of  work,  materiel,  office-holding,  management  and  administration, 
publicity,  literature  distribution,  letter-writing  to  publications,  public 
speaking,  etc. 

3.  CHQ  has  advised  that  they  will  soon  issue  a  new  gray  pamphlet:  "His- 
tory and  Purpose  of  Technocracy"  which  is  the  correspondence  between  Howard 
Scott  and  J.  Kaye  Faulkner  of  Western  Washington  State  College.  This  was 
first  published  in  the  Northwest  Technocrat  in  the  July,  1965  issue. 

4.  Also  in  a  recent  mailing  (1st  Dec.  1984)  CHQ  notes  that  "More  and  more 
analysts  and  soothsayers  of  every  ilk  are  coming  around  to  Technocracy's 
accurate  and  prophetic  analysis".  During  a  Fall  visit  to  the  West  coast 
this  writer  observed  that  other  Sections  and  Units  are  experiencing  a  quicken- 
ing interest  and  response  from  the  general  public.

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  publicizing  of  Technocracy  has  been  an  uphill  battle  during 
the  post-war  bouyant  economy-   During  the  past  year  or  so  the  economy 
has  slumped  badly  and  many  are  hurt  but  most  still  consider  the  recession 
temporary  and  look  forward  to  an  upturn  and  back  to  normal.   Reality  has 
not  yet  set  in.   This  is  the  time  for  technocrats  to  strengthen  and  build 
up  the  organization  and  embark  on  enhanced  activity. 

Progress  has  been  modest  because  of  lack  of  membership  support 
and  participation.  The  bulk  of  the  Unit's  effort  is  still  carried  by 
Walt  Fryers.

II.  ORGANIZATION 


1.  After  5  years  of  exceptional  service  in  establishing,  organizing 
and  maintaining  the  Technocracy  office  at  HUB,  Walt  Fryers  has  relinquished 
his  position  as  Organizer  of  the  Edmonton  Unit.   He  is  still  most  active 
and  in  fact  still  carries  the  bulk  of  the  load  in  his  present  capacity  as 
Treasurer.

1.  Vu-Graph   Slides 

The  basic  presentation  on  Tuesday  evenings  utilizes  Vu-Graph 
slides  prepared  by  Arvid  Petersen  of  Seattle.   Some  of  these 
have  become  faded  through  use  and  Walt  Fryers  has  purchased 
an  additional  quantity  while  visiting  Arvid  Petersen  in  July 
1982. 

2.  Displays  of  current  and  relevant  news  items  are  maintained 
and  up-dated  on  the  HUB  office  windows. 

3.  Caramate  projector.   A  sustained  program  of  publicity  in  the 
media  (TV,  Radio,  Newspapers,  Magazines,  etc.)  is  very 
expensive  and  far  beyond  our  reach.   In  lieu,  we  have  tried 

to  develop  our  audio-visual  capabilities  using  Vu-graph  slides 
for  overhead  projection,  and  35  mm  slides.   Our  latest 
acquisition  is  a  Caramate  projector  for  35  mm  slides  which 
includes  synchronized  cassette  for  voice.   Projection  can  be 
on  a  conventional  screen  or  on  the  small  screen  of  the 
Caramate  itself.   Cost  was  in  excess  of  $700  for  the  machine. 
A  small  library  of  tape-slide  presentations  will  be  developed. 
At  present  the  Caramate  projects  suitable  slides  on  a 
translucent  screen  on  our  office  window  facing  onto  the  HUB 
Mall.   Sound  will  be  added. 

4.  35  mm  slides.   Our  major  acquisition  to  date  is  a  121  slide 
series  by  Arvid  Petersen  titled:   "The  Scientific  Method:   An 
Introduction  to  Technocracy."   These  have  been  used  at 
Teachers'  Conventions  and  such.

REPORT  TO  THE  KEMBERSHIF  0F  Unit  A,  R.D.  11353. 
8  Feb  82. 

Introduction: 

We  observed  the  fifth  anniversay  of  our  occupancy  of  the  HUB  office 
on  3  Feb.   It  has  been  a  period  of  very  slow  growth.   It  was  only  after 
nearly  four  years  of  effort  that  we  felt  strong  enough  to  convert  to  Unit 
status,  on  1st  Dec  80.  However  our  presence  on  the  Edmonton  scene  has  been 
very  visible. to  a  considerable  segment  of  the  public.   This  could  show  up 
in  membership  response  in  the  future,  as  econo/mic  conditions  continue  to 
deteriorate  and  the  public  seeks  new  answers  to  their  problems. 

1981  should  have  been  a  year  of  accelerated  growth.   It  wasn't. 
The  last  half  of  the  year,in  particular,  has  been  disappointing.  There 
are  several  reasons  for  this.  The  main  one  seems  to  have  been  a  lack  of 
manpower,  -  in  particular,  a  marked  reduction  in  the  ma nh ours  that  I  was 
able  to  put  in.  I  signed  up  for  a  course  in  'Futurology'  on  Tuesday 
evenings  last  Fall  and  so  became  unavilable  for  the  Tuesday  evening  public 
meetings.   I  also  became  deeply  involved  -  involuntarily  -  in  an  Education 
Project  for  Seniors  at  the  Society  for  the  Retired  and  Semi-retir»d.  And 
as  usual  I  took  on  a  regular  kehxx  day  course  in  the  Arts  Faculty  of  the 
University.  Once  co;;jriitted,  it  becomes  difficult/  to  change  course  until 

a  new  semester  begins.   I  am  looking  forward  to  a  much  lowered  stress  level 
in  1982.  Other  of  our  more  active  members  also  became  involved  in  extraneous 
activities:  Ross  Deacon  in  a  new  business  venture;  Jack  Gregory  in  the  wind- 
up  activities  of  his  job  and  his  retirement;  Howard  Rennick  in  evening  courses; 
'/alerie  New combe  in  a  tos  move  to  another  house;  and  so  on. 
us 

1982  gives/another  chance  at  renewed  growth  if  we  have  enough  members 
to  provide/ support  in  manhours  and  money  that  KmstxiK  are  necessary  for  a 
dynamic  program. 


Re  Staffing  and  Office  Hours 


Regular  staffing  of  the  office  between  2  and  4*30  pm  on  weekdays  was 
carried  out  normally  the  first  half  of  the  year.  After  the  summer  break 
the  coverage  became  irregular  and  much  reduced,  although  mail  end  messages 
were  checked  daily.  Administration  was  minimized  and  in  some  respects,  de- 
faulted.  Mo  one  has  come  forward  to  fchare  the  office  manning  chore  with  the 
Organi  zer  as  yet. 

Re  Fublic  Hecfeings 

It  has  been  our  Unit's  policy  to  provide  the  public  with  boom  an  open 
meeting  one  evening  a  week,  in  one  of  the  lounges  in  The  HUB,  and  to  advertise 
the  meeting  as  widely  as  possible.   In  1981  the  evening  chosen  was  Tuesday 
evening.  The  response  has  never  been  great,  varying  between  a  minimum  of  none, 
and  a  maximum  of  6.  In  the  first  half  of  1981  we  held  27  such  meetings,  with 
a  recorded  number  of  visitors  of  20,  thus  averaging  less  than  1  per  meeting/. 
Films  were  shown  on  11  occasions.  Formal  presentations  of  Technocracy  were  made 
on  8  occasions.   Talsk  were  always  supported  with  Vu-graph  slides.   The  last 
half  of  1981  saw  a  drastic  reduction  in  such  meetings;  &»$$  in  September, 
2  in  October;  %   in  Nov., and  %k&x   2  in  Dec.  for  a  total  of  9  f or  the  half  year 
and  3ff  f or  the  year.  The  record  shows  7  visitors  in  the  last  half  year,  for 
a  total  of  27  for  the  year.  This  would  seem,  then,  to  be  an  unproductive  effort. 
Our  special  presentations  were  far  more  productive.  However  it  is  thought  well 
worth  while  to  maintain  our  accessibility  and  visibility  with  weekly  meetings 

however  poortly  attended.

With  a   potential 
attendance  of  some   5000,   we  made  a   significant  gain  in  visibility  too. 

On  the  same  weekend  we  manned  tables  in  the  HUB  Mall  for  the  U  of  A's 
Origntation  Days.  A  request  for  a  classroom  presentation  came  from  this. 

On  8  April,  Jack  Gregory  gave  a  talk  on  Technocracy  to  a  Political 
Science  class,  with  2-4  students  present. 

On  2  May  we  supplied  a  quantity  of  literature  to  the  University  Women's 
Club  for  a  seminar  on  Energy  held  in  Lister  Hall. 

On  17,  18  &   19  Aug.  we  jacsxx  attended  an   International  Forum  on  the  Human 
Side  of  Energy  here  atthe  University  and  presented  a  paper  on  Technocracy  on 
18  Aug.  to  an  audience  of  20,  including  3  members.  Some  50  copies  of  our 
paper  were  siixtxrjbdbsiixirK  picked  up  by  interested  attendees. 

A  booth  in.... The  Flea  Market  in  the  Students'  Union  Bldg.  was  manned  only  once  in 
1981  -  on  9  Jan.  N0  decision  has  been  made  on  continuing  that  function. 

Our  practice  in  previous  years  of  mainning  table  in  the  HUB  Mall  on 
one  or  two  days  of  the  week  was  dropped  in  1981  due  to  lack  of  manpower. 


SPEAKERS  TROUBS 

We  can  report  no  tours  of  public  speakers  for  Technocracy  this  past 
year,  at  least  in  this  prairie  area.  Two  reasons,  at  least, XKnk  can  b<» 
cited:  1.  there  seems  to  be  a  dearth  of  outstanding  speakers  available;

Distribution  of  Literature 

We  have  no  detailed  tally  of  this  activity.  However  the  two  fake-One 
boxes  outside  our  office  are  regularly  re-filled  and  the  record  on  these 
shows  2200  dispensed  during  the  year  1981.  A  further  few  were  dispensed  by 
the  Take-One  box  in  the  Laundromat. 

In  sharp  contrast  to  last  two  years,  we  have  not  ordered  much  literature. 
I  picked  some  up  while  at  Seattle  in  the  summer.  Of  note  is  the  load  of 
back  issue  magazines  picked  up  at  Seattle  and  Vancouver  -  probably  about 
200  all  told.  These  have  almost  all  been  distributed  free  by  our  members. 

Financial  Statement 

We  began  the  year  with  a  sizeable  deficit  due  to  heavy  purchases  of 
literature  in  late  1980  and  early  1981.  This  was  paid  off  by  a  final 
Money  Order  for  &243.S4  on  Nov.  20,  1981,  and  we  were  able  to  end  the  year 
with  a  cash  balance  of  f  336.4-2,  and  all  bills  paid.  Our  financial  recovery 
was  largely  due  to  generous  assistance  from  donations  from  other  parts  of 
the  continent.  We  would  like  to  be  able  to  finance  our  office  operation 
from  local  resources  and  reserve  all  contirbutions  from  outside  for  extension 
work.

C.   Financial  Statement. 


1.  Lacking  a  Treasurer  until  recently  (1st  D„c.  1930),  comprehensive 
financial  statements  have  not  been  regularly  prepared.  However  complete 
records  have  been  kept  and  these  are  open  to  inspection.  Commencing 
with  our  authorization  as  a  Unit,  complete  monthly  financial  statements 
are  being  prepared  and  submitted  to  CHQ  for  approval. 

2.  This  office,  now  U~k  years  old,  has  opersted  on  something  of  a 
hand-to-mouth  basis.  Our  slow  but  steady  growth  has  been  supported  by  a 
fortunate  but  somewhat  irregular  combination  of  pledges  and  donations. 
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We  were  able  to  close  out  1980  with  all  bills  paid  and  $491.98  in 
the  bank. 

3.  However,  1981  has  been  characterised  by  a  marked  reduction  in  support. 
At  this  writing  our  monthly  income  has  dropped  to  roughly  half  of  last 
year's.  On  June  16th,  our  bank  balance  dropped  to  $5.41»  with  an  account 
for  literature  still  outstanding.   (Insurance  alone  took  $172  on  23  Apr.) 

4.  Part  of  the  problem  is  inflation,  of  course.  A  check  of  the  Con- 
sumer price  Index  since  we  opened  our  doors  shows  that  $1.00  at  the 
beginning  of  1977  must  be  replaced  by  at  least  $1.55  at  the  end  of  this 
year.  This  provides  a  measure  of  how  our  expenses  have  increased  and 
how  a  steady  rate  of  month  contributions  have  decreased  in  effectiveness. 

5.  Our  operation  is  still  relatively  small.  We  can  keep  the  door  open 
on  fl50  a  month.  We  can  cover  normal  operating  expenses  at  about  $200 
a  month.  We  can  undertake  extension  work  and  new  initiatives  at  ?bout 
$250  a  month.  An  average  monthly  rate  of  contributions  on  the  part  of  our 
members  of  just  $10.00  a  month  would  assure  a  successful  operation  at 
this  stage.  Is  the  effort  worth  it,  to  you? 


D.  Membership  Participation  in  the  Promotion  of  Technocracy

essentially  on  the  Organizer,  Walt  Fryers.  Mem^rs  are  requested  to 
offer  assistance  in  any  of  the  following  activities:.

C.   Financial  Statement. 

1.  Lacking  a  Treasurer  until  recently  (1st  D„c.  1980),  comprehensive 
financial  statements  have  not  been  regularly  prepared.  However  complete 
records  have  been  kept  and  these  are  open  to  inspection.   Commencing 
with  our  authorization  83  a  Unit,  complete  monthly  financial  statements 
are  being  prepared  and  submitted  to  CHQ  for  approval. 

2.  This  office,  now  4"a  years  old,  has  operated  on  something  of  a 
hand-to-mouth  basis.  Our  slow  but  steady  growth  has  been  supported  by  a 
fortunate  but  somewhat  irregular  combination  of  pledges  and  donations. 
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We  were  able  to  close  out  1980  with  all  bills  paid  end  $491.98  in 
the  bank. 

3.  However,  1981  has  been  characterised  by  a  marked  reduction  in  support. 
At  this  writing  our  monthly  income  has  dropped  to  roughly  half  of  last 
year's.  On  June  16th,  our  bank  balance  dropped  to  $5.4-l»  with  an  account 
for  literature  still  outstanding.   (Insurance  alone  took  $172  on  23  Apr.) 

4.  Part  of  the  problem  is  inflation,  of  course.  A  check  of  the  Con- 
sumer price  Index  since  we  opened  our  doors  shows  that  $1.00  at  the 
beginning  of  1977  must  be  replaced  by  at  least  $1.55  at  the  end  of  this 
year.  This  provides  a  measure  of  how  our  expenses  have  increased  and 
how  a  steady  rate  of  month  contributions  have  decreased  in  effectiveness. 

5.  Our  operation  is  still  relatively  small.  We  can  keep  the  door  open 
on  $150  a  month.  We  can  cover  normal  operating  expenses  at  about  $200 
a  month.  We  can  undertake  extension  work  and  new  initiatives  at  *out 
$250  a   month.  An  average  monthly  rate  of  contributions  on  the  part  of  our 
members  of  just  $10.00  a  month  would  assure  a  successful  operation  at 
this  stage.  Is  the  effort  worth  it,  to  you? 


D.   Membership  Participation  in  the  Promotion  of  Technocracy 

1.  The  workload  of  promoting  Technocracy  in  this  Unit  has  fallen 
essentially  on  the  Organizer,  Walt  Fryers.  Mem^rs  are  requested  to 
offer  assistance  in  any  of  the  following  activities:. 

a.  New  Membership:   Increasing  the  membership  through  contacts, 
follow-ups  of  Expression  of  Interest  Cards,  etc. 

b.  Education:  Organize  and  conduct  study  classes  on  Technocracy 
and  current  events. 

c.  Research:  Collect,  systematically  organize,  interpret,  and 
present  relevant  published  material. 

d.  Finance:  Aid  in  collecting  dues,  seek  special  contributions 

and  pledges,  originate  other  acceptable  means  of  adding  to  income. 

e.  Publications:  Dissemination  of  Technocracy  literature.  Prepare 
material  for  Technocracy  and  outside  publications.  Encourage 
submission  of  such  material  from  members. 

f.  Public  Speaking:  Training  of  speakers  for  presentation  of  Technocracy, 

g.  Organization:  Assist  in  the  organization  of  meetings  and  other 
activities  for  the  promotion  of  Technocracy.
